China Seeks ‘Common Ground’ 


Hu looks to improve 
country’s ties with 
Washington in visit 


Washington 

Chinese President Hu Jintao arrived 
Tuesday for a U.S. state visit replete 
with ceremonial flourishes but 
driven by high-priority econom- 
ic, global security and human 
rights issues. 

After a tense year marked by 
verbal clashes between Washington 
and Beijing on matters from trade 
and currency to North Korea, Hu is 
seeking to reaffirm China’s position 
as a rising power but also to calm 
fears over its intentions. 

President Obama, meanwhile, 
wants to refocus attention on Chi- 
na’s human rights record, and 
according to aides will likely make 
the point that expanded civil liber- 
ties could spur economic innovation 
in the emerging powerhouse. 

Hu comes to the United States 
at a time when U.S. policy toward 
China has hardened. Obama came 
into office expressing a sense that 
together the U.S. and China had an

Shriver, Noted Civil Servant, Dies 


Kennedy in-law led 
nascent Peace Corps, 
government services 

Bethesda, Md. 

R. Sargent Shriver, the Kennedy in- 
law whose career included direct- 
ing the Peace Corps, fighting the 
“War on Poverty” and, less suc- 
cessfully, running for office, died 
Tuesday. He was 95. 

Shriver, who had Alzheimer’s 
disease, had been hospitalized for 
several days. His death came less 
than two years after that of his 


wife. Special Olympics founder 
Eunice Kennedy Shriver, who died 
Aug. 11, 2009, at age 88.

He 
went to Yale Law School and served 
in the Navy in the Pacific during 
World War 11. 

He married Eunice Kennedy in 
1953 and was George McGovern’s 
running mate in 1972, but the Dem- 
ocrats lost in a landslide to Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon. 

In 1994, Shriver received the 
Presidential Medal of Freedom, the 
nation’s highest civilian honor. 

President Obama called Shriver 
“one of the brightest lights of the 
greatest generation.” (ap)

The Old College Try (Not) 

A new study finds students aren’t learning much from their higher education

You are told that to make it in life, 
you must go to college. You work 
hard to get there. You or your par- 
ents drain savings or take out huge 
loans to pay for it all. And you end 
up learning not much. 

A study of more than 2,300 
undergraduates found 45 percent 
of students show no significant 
improvement in the key measures 
of critical thinking, complex rea- 
soning and writing by the end of 
their sophomore years. 

Not much is asked of students.

Glenmont is overwhelming and far exceeds 
available capacity, with the garage fill- 
ing up by 7:45 a.m. on most weekdays,” 
said Montgomery County Executive Isiah 
Leggett. 

“When this new garage is completed in 
2012, commuters will no longer be turned 
away due to lack of station parking.” 

According to officials, the Glenmont 
Station, which opened in 1999, has the 


fourth-highest number of weekday board- 
ings in Montgomery County, with an aver- 
age of 6,000. 

Other officials who appeared at the 
groundbreaking included U.S. Rep. Chris 
Van Hollen, D-Md.; County Council Pres- 
ident Valerie Ervin; and Metro Interim 
General Manager Richard Sarles. 

“By increasing parking at Glenmont 
from just under 1,800 spaces to almost 
3,000 parking spaces, we are making Metro 
a much more attractive alternative to driv- 
ing down Georgia Avenue,” Sarles said. 

Officials hope the garage will earn a 
LEED rating from the U.S. Green Building 
Council for being environmentally friend- 
ly through its use of energy-efficient mate- 
rials and green construction practices.

D.C. Marriage Suit Nixed 


Supreme Court won’t 
revive push for vote on 
same-sex nuptials law 


Washington 

The Supreme Court on Tuesday 
declined to revive a lawsuit intend- 
ing to allow a voter referendum 
on the District’s same-sex mar- 
riage law. 

Local courts have said the Dis- 
trict’s Board of Elections and Eth- 
ics was justified in denying attempts 
by opponents of same-sex marriage 
to put the issue to a vote. 

Without comment, the justices 
said they would not review the deci- 
sion upholding the board’s decision 
by the D.C. Court of Appeals. 


The board has contended that 
such a ballot initiative would, if 
approved, violate the city’s Human 
Rights Act, which bans discrimi- 
nation based on sexual orientation. 
A judge agreed, and the appeals 
court, by a vote 
of 5-4, upheld the 
ruling. 

The challenge 
was led by Bishop 
Harry Jackson, a 
D.C. resident who 
is pastor of Hope 

Christian Church 

in Beltsville, Md. 

He and other opponents, rep- 
resented by a conservative legal 
group, said it should not be up to 
officials to decide when public ini- 
tiatives are allowed.

The D.C. appeals court majority 
said that the board “correctly deter- 
mined that the proposed initiative 
would have the effect of authoriz- 
ing” discrimination. 

Proponents of the referendum 
said it is up to Congress, not the 
council, to set policy on ballot ini- 
tiatives. 

They told the court that the 
issue was of such national impor- 
tance it should agree to hear the 
dispute. 

But the city said the Supreme 
Court should remain true to its pol- 
icy to defer to the District’s court of 
appeals on matters of strictly local 
significance. 

The D.C. Council voted in 2009 
to allow same-sex marriages.

The Decemberists

Album Preview 


A decade after the band formed — 
and five years and two albums after 
it signed to Capitol — the Decem- 
berists are returning to their folk- 
rock roots. At just the right time, 
perhaps: The team surrounding 
the Portland, Ore., band says this 
is the group’s moment. 

“This is a great artist develop- 
ment story,” says Greg Thompson, 
EMI executive vice president of 
marketing. “The Decemberists have 
built a real career, and it’s the right 
record for them right now.” 

Some would say the band 
already had one moment in 2006, 
when its fourth album “The Crane 
Wife” yielded numerous TV, film 
and ad synchs — or at South by 
Southwest in 2009, when the 
Decemberists premiered their 
fifth set, “The Hazards of Love,” 
to a manic crowd at a sold-out NPR 
Showcase at Stubb’s in Austin. 

This time around, however, lis- 
teners will find none of the operat- 
ic folk tales or Shakespearean song 
cycles they’re familiar with. Instead, 
the songs on their sixth album “The 
King Is Dead” — released Tuesday 
— feature a decidedly simpler song- 
writing approach than in years past. 
And that newfound conciseness and 
accessibility just might give the band 
a real shot at radio airplay — nota- 
bly with the lead single, “Down by

Beatlemaiiia’s New Digs 



One dedicated fan 
hatches Buenos Aires' 
Fab Four museum 

Outings 

A brick from the Cavern Club, 
a check for 11 pounds signed by 
Ringo Starr, an “authentic” Beatles 
wig. These and thousands of other 
objects related to the “Fab Four” 
are luring Beatles fans to a new 
museum in Buenos Aires. 

The museum is the product of 
the particular “Beatiemania” obses- 
sion of Rodolfo Vazquez, a 53-year- 
old accountant who became a fan 
at the age of 10 when he got their 
“Rubber Soul” record. “With the 
song “In My Life,” I fell in love 
with the Beatles,” he said. 

Vazquez scooped up all the 
memorabilia he could find in Bue- 


nos Aires about history’s most 
famous rock band, an obsession 
that grew until he made it into 
Guinness World Records in 2001 
as having the planet’s largest col- 


lection. His hoard has grown to 
more than 8,500 records, gadgets, 
puppets and games since then, 
more than 2,200 of which are on 
display in the Beatle Museum that

just opened this month on Avenue 
Corrientes, in an area of the capi- 
tal where tourists throng. 

Vazquez said nearly 2,000 peo- 
ple have visited since the museum 
opened on Jan. 3. Getting the chance 
to show his treasures to fellow fans 
is immensely satisfying to Vazquez, 
but he says there’s one thing he 
hasn’t been able to do: meet the sur- 
viving Beatles themselves. 

“What I am missing is to shake 
hands with Paul McCartney and 
Ringo Starr,” he said. “I would be 
the happiest collector on Earth.”

Reconsider the Oyster 

Folks have been slurping (or spooning down) oysters around D.C. for hundreds of years. Before 
the Brits arrived, Piscataway Indians harvested salty bivalves from local waters; in the 19th century, 
first lady Dolley Madison created a stir when she snacked at a downtown oyster house. And, unlike 
many celebratory foods, the molluscs are low in fat and high in minerals, meaning they won’t interfere 
with new year’s resolutions. Oysters are in season; here are three easy ways to enjoy them . MONICA BHIDE 


THE ROASTED 

The basics: “Get the most Local, fresh 
oysters that you can find. I like fatter 
ones for grilling,” says Anthony Chit- 
turn, chef at Vermillion (1120 King St., 
Alexandria; 703-684-9669). For roast- 
ing, he prefers Chesapeake Dragon 
Creek bivalves. To roast, heat the grill 
on high, add oysters, and cook just 
until shells start to pop open. 

Dishing them up: After they are 
roasted, the oysters will start to open 
and can be easily shucked with an 
oyster knife. Open them and add some 
fresh Lemon. 



Partners: Hush puppies and corn on 
the cob are great sides. To sip, try a dry 
white wine such as an ALbarino or sau- 
vignon blanc.

OYSTERS WITH 
CHAMPAGNE & CAVIAR 

Ingredients 

» 24 shucked fresh oysters, 
with bottom shells 
reserved 

• 1 cup Champagne or vodka 

» crushed ice 

» 1/4 cup chopped chives, for 
garnish 

» 1 ounce caviar, for garnish, 
optional

Yields 12 servings 

strain the oyster juices into a container to 
remove grit, and refrigerate or freeze for 
future use. 

For maximum flavor, place the oysters. 
Champagne or vodka, chives and caviar in 
the refrigerator in covered containers and 
chill well before they’re assembled. 

To serve, place two oysters in each 
martini glass. Top each with Champagne 
or vodka to 1/2 inch below the rim of the 
glass. 

Sprinkle chopped chives on top of 
each oyster for color. Garnish with caviar 
if desired. 


THE RAW 

The basics: If you’re serving raw 
oysters, order from a reliable fish- 
monger (try Taylorshellfish.com or 
Whole Foods) and check “to be sure 
they’re heavy in their shells,” says 
oyster expert Jon Rowley, a onetime 
commercial fisherman who has or- 
ganized bivalve feasts for the Likes of 
Le Bernadin in New York City. Aim for 
three to 12 critters per guest. 



Dishing them up: Ideally, you'll in- 
vest in an oyster knife and serve the 
oysters shortly after opening on a plate 
of ice. Keep them at 35 to 40 degrees 
with a wet towel or seaweed on top. If 
you want your guests to shuck oysters, 
be sure to offer them cleaned oysters 
and provide safety gloves or towels (to 
help hold the molluscs in place). 

Small, sharp specialty oyster knives 
will help brave guests pry open the 
shells, or you can also have your sea- 
food dealer shuck them —just serve 
them on the half shell within an hour 
or two. 

Partners: Purists insist raw oysters 
taste best on their own. But you can 
also top them with cocktail sauce, 
a dash of Tabasco or Kit Wohl’s Red 
Horseradish Cocktail Sauce. To make 
the Last, simply mix a cup of ketchup, 2 
tablespoons of prepared horseradish, 
1/8 teaspoons of hot sauce, the juice of 
half a Lemon and a dash of Worcester- 
shire sauce, whisk and chill.

THE FRIED 

The basics^ While there is no one 
way to fry oysters. Kit Wohl, author 
of “The P&J Oyster Cookbook” 
(Pelican, 2010) recommends the 
snappy combination of textures in 
this fry mixture. Many cooks Like an 
alL-cornmeal crust; crushed saLtine 
crackers will also work. 

Yields 36 Oysters 

2/3 cup self-rising flour 
» 2/3 cup self-rising yellow cornmeal 
^ 2/3 cup self-rising white cornmeal 
» 1 tbsp salt 

» 1 tbsp ground black pepper 
» 1/2 gallon (roughly) peanut oil 

In a small bowl, evenly combine the 
flour and the yellow and white corn 
meals, and season with salt and pep- 
per. Dredge each of the oysters in the 
flour mixture. Lightly coating them, 
then gently shake them to remove 
excess flour. Set aside. 

Place a Large, heavy pot or Dutch 
oven no more than one-third full of 
peanut oil over high heat (or, set a 
deep fryer to 350 F). 

Set the oven temperature to 200 F. 
Line a baking sheet with paper tow- 
els and place it in the oven. 

When the oil reaches the correct 
temperature, use tongs to drop each 
oyster in the hot oil and fry until 
golden. It will require only a minute 
or two, so watch carefully. Using a 
slotted spoon, transfer the oysters to 
the warm oven until all of them have 
been fried. 

Dishing them up: Either dip into 
cocktail sauce, or serve on sliced ba- 
guette for a simple po’boy. 

Partners: The crispy, ocean-scent- 
ed ovals go down well with a Light, 
malty beer — chef Anthony Chittum 
recommends Stella Artois.
